Parties Organized 
Authorities at once organized 
parachute parties, horseback par­ 
ties, reindeer parties and motor­ 
boat parties to make for the spot 
in the confident belief that they 
would find two, and possibly all 
three of the women alive. 
Valentina Grizodubova, a mem­ 
ber of the supreme Soviet or par­ 
liament; Capt. Polina Ossipenko 
and Senior Lieut. Marina Raskova, 
the three foremost women pilots 
of the Soviet Union, took off from 
Moscow Sept. 24 on a non-stop 
flight to the F a r Eastern coast in 
the two motored plane, Rodina. 
Some of the highest officials in 
the union saw them off at Mos­ 
cow’, including Lazar Kaganovich, 
commissar for defense of indus­ 
try,

mended in a 
proposed constitu­ 
tional am endm ent. 
Following settlem ent of several 
contests over signatures, the sec­ 
retary of sta te ’s office said it was 
certain sponsors 
of 
the 
am end­ 
m ent would have sufficient sig­ 
natures on their initiative petitions 
to put the question on the ballot. 
The 
recommended 
change is 
sponsored by the Ohio Com m ittee 
on Judicial 
selection 
of 
which 
Joseph 
C. 
H ostetler. 
Cleveland 
attorney, is chairm an. 
Petitions 
have been in circulation since 1927 
in order to obtain the required 
300,000 names. 
Up 
To 
Council 
The am endm ent 
provides th a t 
the governor, 
w ith confirm ation 
by the senate, appoint m em bers 
of the 
suprem e 
and appellate 
courts from a group of not more 
than five and not less than three 
candidates chosen by the Ohio ju ­ 
dicial council for each of the avail­ 
able positions. 
In order not to remove an ap­ 
pointee too for from popular con­ 
trol the am endm ent stipulates th at 
a judge, once he has served hi3 
initial six-year term , would run 
against his record if he wished to 
continue on the bench. 
In th a t 
case, the electorate would answ er 
“yes” or “no” w hether he should 
be retained in office, 
lf the an­ 
sw er was negative, a successor 
would be appointed. 
The judicial council would be 
composed of eight m em bers: the 
chief justice of the suprem e court 
so long 
as 
he 
rem ained on the 
bench; one judge from each of the 
lower 
courts, court 
of 
appeals, 
common pleas, m unicipal and pro­ 
bate, all of whom would be selected 
by the entire body of judges serv­ 
ing in their respective courts; three 
practicing attorneys appointed by 
' the governor for three years. 
All 
judge-m em bers except the chief 
justice, also would serve for three 
years. 
The am endm ent also would allow 
electors of a county or m unicipal­ 
ity to adopt the appointive method 
for selecting Common Ideas m uni­ 
cipal 
and 
probate 
judges 
if

m ajority 
of 
the 
voters in any 
county 
or m unicipality vote in 
the affirm ative on such a pro­ 
posal. 
If adopted, the change would be­ 
come effective im m ediately, with 
the provision, however, th at those 
judges who are now on the bench 
or who should be elected this No­ 
vem ber shall continue in office for 
their full term .

Furtherm ore, if the people ap 
prove the am endm ent and mem 
hers now on the bench are not ap­ 
pointed under the proposed plan 
when their elective term s expire, 
each would be perm itted to run 
in an election against the candi­ 
date chosen by the governor from 
the list subm itted by the judicial 
council. 
If a judicial vacancy were fill­ 
ed while the senate was not in 
session, the 
governor's

m ent would go up for confirm ation 
at the next session or a special

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DIET AND HEALTH 


I onsils, Nose May Be Infected 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, DI. D. 
THE TONSILS and the nose are 
classified a* parts of the respiratory 
system, although they have about as 
much to do with the essential func­ 
tions of respiration as the steps to 
your house have to do with your in­ 
ner life. They have to be classified 
somewhere, according to the way 
the minds of scientists work, so since 
the air you breathe passes over them 
on the way to the lungs, they are put 
dow n in that category. 
They share, however, the same 
unhappy sorrows of the lungs, in 
that they arc subject to innumer­ 
able 
infections. 
And 
the 
nose 
especially shares the fate or, rather, 
bears the burden of the reaction to 
foreign particles in the air which 
cause the curious phenomena of al­ 
lergy. Allergy is the name given to 
hypersensitiveness to such things 
as pollen, dust or plant or animal 
emanations of any kind. Not every­ 
one—only about IO per cent of us— 
is affected in this way. 
The familiar example of the con­ 
dition is hay fever. Pollen from 
some plant produces in hypersen­ 
sitive people a swelling of the mu­ 


cous membrane of the nose; in the 
lungs it may produce asthma. 
Cause Is Unknown 
The mechanism of asthma is well 
understood, although the essential 
cause, so far as the immune reac­ 
tions in the blood are concerned, is 
unknown. The mechanism is an up­ 
set in the tiny little muscles which 
surround the bronchial tubes, at 
their 
final 
terminations. 
These 
muscles contract, in response to the 
hypersensitive reaction, causing an 
obstruction 
to 
respiration. 
The 
wheezing which sounds so painful to 
the onlooker is the outward symp­ 
tom of asthma. 
The list of substances floating in 
the air which can cause asthma is 
endless. Stories about it are among 
the choicest in the repertory of the 
famdy doctor. One of my own is that 
of two brothers who conducted 
grocery stores in two different 
towns about 50 miles ap art When- 
ever one of the brothers dropped in 
to see the other at his place of busi­ 
ness, he always was attacked with a 
sppsm of asthma. 
Nobody ever 
found out why. 
Speaking of hay fever, I must add 


that the park commissioner of Du­ 
luth, Minnesota, Mr. J^hn V. Hoene, 
is the only one I know of who is car­ 
rying out the plan of burning th* 
ragweed within the city limits. He 
writes me that he has practically 
freed Duluth of hay fever.
